A paper mill is a hard place for belts, but 
it is not half as hard a place as in a rolling 
Dust kills the belts, but it would not 
if decent care was taken of them. Oil the 
belts as often as twice a year, then they will 
bend double in case of accident, without crack- 
ing open like a piece of sandpaper. Belts 
in a machine shop seldom wear out. They 
are soft, black, and always in good shape. 
No wonder ; they are always well oiled, 

A machinist cannot shift his lathe belt 
from one step to another without oiling part 
of it. His belts only travel 200 to 1,000 feet

should be used instead of a large one, and 
for small belts a diamond shaped awl may 
be used instead of the punch, so that no ma- 
terial may be removed from the belt. The 
average man will not use the awl instead of 
the punch, because it requires too much 
work. It is quite a job to get lacing through 
an awl hole, and the man who doesn’t like 
work will not succeed in liking this kind of 
a belt lacing. 

The coefficient for a belt fastened in this 
way may be put at 115 pounds. For riveted 
belts the coefficient of strength is 121 pounds, 
and for the ordinary lacing it is 66 pounds 
per inch of width. This shows a strength 
nearly equal to a riveted splice. 

Don’t let a belt squeak—it means trouble. 
Every squeak in a mill costs something for 
power wasted. Belts will 
squeak when they do 
They will not slip unless they are 
loose or overloaded. It is

overloaded, Here is a man run- 
ning a rag cutter. Six inch belts 
run from the line shaft to the cut- 
ter head. Some heavy rags come 
along and the cutter almost stops.

The 
cutter man throws a hancful of 
rosin on the belt, runs the thick 
stock through, and all goes well 
until the next thick stock comes 
along, then the attendant may vary 
the program by using a cake of 
soap as he repeats the belt daub- 
ing performance.

If 
these men were of the same strength and the 
twenty bricks were a full load, the man car- 
rying the forty bricks would break down. 
He must be the stronger man; so the slow 
belt must be the stronger and the larger. 
Much belt is required, when 
to transmit a little power.

Often- 
times a wider belt is required to remedy the 
defect, as the pulleys have been provided 
for 8 or 10 inch belts, and are being run with 
s or 6 inch belts. If this is not the case 
drill the pulleys, lag them both, and let the 
lags project each side ; then, if the arms are 
stiff enough, the belts can be made as wide 
as necessary. 

Some people when putting on a belt, es- 
pecially if it is too high te reach easily, take 
a stick in one hand to help hold the belt. 
This is a dangerous trick. I have been hurt 
by so doing, and have seen men killed, by 
the stick on account of its getting caught 
between the arms of the pulley. If you will 
use a stick, take one long enough to reach 
the floor, then take both hands, and let some- 
body else help slip on the belt. A strip of 
board 8 feet long, going around the pulley 
under the belt, does not make an economi- 
cal addition to power transmission ; yet I 
have seen it done, and the man who let the 
board get away from him, got the biggest 
kind of a scare.

An illustration is given of a 
method of constructing lead lined digesters 
to be employed in the manufacture of sul-

phite fibre, having in view an improvement 
in the method of lining and in reducing the 
cost of producing a lead lined metallic ves- 
sel. 

Figure 1 is an elevation of the digester 
with the lower portion cut away in vertical 
section to illustrate the interior, a portion of 
the lead lining being removed to show the 
lead filled joints between the iron plates 
Fig. 2 is a cross section in line xx of Fig. 1 
Fig. 3, an enlarged sectional detail in line 


line z z of Fig. 1. 

AA A represent the iron plates of which 
the outer shell of the digester is constructed. 
The edges of each of the 


plates are rab-

beted at m m,so that when the plates are 
assembled to form the wall of the vessel 
there shall be an enlargement of the open- 
ing in the joints between the several plates 
along the outer face thereof to form a longi- 
tudinal recess having, preferably, 
sectior, a T shape or configuration resem- 
bling that of abolt head. These plates A A, 
formed with rabbeted or longitudinally re- 
cessed edges, are united to form the outer 
wall of the digester by means of bands or 
strips B B of iron, known as “‘ butt straps,” 
placed on the outside of the plates to over- 
lap the joints between them, the two ad- 
jacent plates under each strap being sever- 
ally riveted firmly to the strap in manner 
to leave an open space # between their proxi- 
mate edges, this open space being interiorly 
enlarged in cross section, as shown in Fig. 
3, by reason of the rabbet m on the edges of 
the plates. 


in cross 


This inwardly enlarged T shaped space 
left in all of the seams between the plates 
A A is filled in with lead C (see Fig. 3), 
which may be run into the spaces in a molten 
state, so as to completely fill the same flush 
with the inner surface of the iron wall or 
shell and solidly close every joint. The 
shell of the digester being thus made solid 
and complete, the interior leaden 
therefor is formed and secured in place by 
superimposing upon each iron plate a sheet, 
D, of lead cut somewhat larger than the iron 
plate, so as to project uniformly beyond its 
edges, as shown in Fig. 3, and thereby 
partially overlap the surrounding lead 
filled seam or joint. These lead sheets 
D D are made fast to the iron plates A A 
by transverse bolts E (see Fig. 4), carried 
through the plates and secured by nuts 
on their outer ends or by equivalent rivets, 
the heads of the bolts or rivets being 
tinned or coated with lead and formed with 
flat wide heads, /, 
lead sheet.

When the sheets of lead are thus made fast 
the flat head 7 of each bolt E is overlaid with 
a cover of lead, as shown in Fig. 4, melted 
and flowed over it by means of a blow pipe 
or soldering iron, and thereby intimately 
united to the underlying lead sheet D, 
that the head of the bolt is completely em- 
bedded in the lead lining. The edges of 
the lead sheets are in like manner intimately 


so 


united to the leaden seams C C in the joints 
between the iron plates by fusing them witha 
blow pipe and preferably filling in the recess 
between their proximate edges with molten 
lead, so as to make the surface of the seams 
flush with the inner surface of the lead lin- 
ing, which, the sheets are 
united as described, becomes unbroken 
over the entire inner periphery of the di- 
gester. 

The ‘ead lined digester is provided, as 
usual, with trunnions F F, to admit of its 
being overturned and supported 
in the customary manner. 


The Slipping of Belts.

When belts are run from very 
large onto very small pulleys, 
there is frequently trouble on ac- 
count of the belt slipping on the 
smaller pulley. The best way to 
overcome that difficulty is to cover 
the small pulley with, say, a piece 
of leather belting the width of the 
pulley face. To do that, two lines 
of holes must be drilled aross the 
face of the pulley, say three-fourths 
of an inch apart. They should be 
about as close together and appear 
very much like the holes punched 
in the ends of a belt for sewing 
them together. The piece of belt 
must then be cut of a length to 
neatly fit around the pulley and 
the ends punched to correspond 
with the holes drilled in the pulley. 
It must be then placed on the pul- 
ley and pressed closely around 
it until the ends meet. If there 
other convenient method 
of pressing the around the 
face of the pulley, then adopt the old- 
fashioned plan of getting a rope and tying 
it loosely around the pulley, including the 
leather covering ; 
lever and twist on it until all is snug and 
tight, then rivet the cover to the pulley on 
each side of the rope, after which it can be 
removed and the rest of the rivets putin. If 
it is not found practicable to punch the holes 
in the leather before it is put on the pul- 
ley, it can be done afterward. Use the 
common copper belt rivet for the purpose, 
with the head on the outside and the burr, 
or washer, on the of the pulley.

A belt will do a great deal more work with 
much less strain when running on a leather 
covered pulley than when running on bare 
faced iron pulleys, and when iron pulleys 
are very small it is much the cheapest and 
easiest way of getting around a slipping 
trouble. Such a plan would be of benefit 
on pulleys of any size, but where pulleys 
are very large it is scarcely advisable, it be- 
ing better to provide belts sufficiently heavy 
and strong enough to do the work required 
with ease. 

There is a prevailing idea among a great 
many mechanics and other belt users that a 
belt transmits power in proportion to the 
size of the pulleys it runs on; or perhaps, 
more plainly speaking, that the transmitting 
power of a belt is governed by the, size of 
the pulleys. That, however, is a false the- 
ory, and is liable to lead to errors in prac- 
tice. The transmitting power of a belt is 
due to the speed at which it travels without 
reference to the size ; by size in this sense 
which it 
a 6 inch belt making 


diameter is meant, over runs. 
Thus, for instance, 
2,000 feet per minute, over pulleys 20 inches 
all cther things being 


in diameter, will, 


equal, transmit twice as much power as the 





same belt will making ‘but 1,000 feet per 
minute over 40 inch pulleys. 

That proposition will undoubtedly sound 
a little odd to many pretty generally well 
posted mechanics, and they may at first 
feel inclined to combat it ; but a little reflec- 
tion and study into the philosophy of the 
matter will convince them of their error and 
put all notion of antagonizing the statement 
out of their heads. 

It is, of course, true that if a belt slips and 
refuses to do the work assigned to it, when 
running on pulleys 20 inches in diameter, it 
cam be entirely cured of all slipping ten- 
dencies and made to do the work with ease, 
if 40 inch pulleys are substituted for the 20 
inch. That has been an oft times observed 
fact, or, if not exactly in that way, changes 
very similar to that have often been made 
and obstreperous belts subdued. 

Mechanics and others have observed, from 
the time that belts first went into use for the 
purpose of transmitting power, that making 
the pulleys larger stopped the belt from slip- 
ping, and the inference has been, and prob- 


ably still is, that the cure was due to the. 


increased size of the pulleys, while in reality 
it was and is always due to the increasea 


speed of the belt which is caused by the in- 


creased size of the pulleys. An increase of 


the speed of the belt by any other means, as — 
for instance increasing the numbér of the 
ft, would have precisely | 


revolutions of the 
the same effect. is required to do 
to cause a belt to stop slipping and do its 
work easily is to increase its traveling speed, 
and as the most convenient plan, and the 
one generally adopted, is to increase the size 
of the pulleys, the conclusion, without fur- 
ther investigation, that it is directly owing 
to the increase in the diameter of the pul- 
leys is very natural. And it is also just as 
natural to conclude that a large pulley will 
hold a belt better than a small one. Such, 
however, is not the case, and all calculations 
based on that theory are incorrect. 

A very easy way for any doubter to con- 
vince himself of that fact is to get a couple 
of pulleys, say one to be 30 inches in diam- 
eter and the other 8 or to inches in diam- 
eter, as may be most convenient. Pulleys 
of that size are in common use and there- 
fore easily obtained, and there is a wide 
enough difference in their respective sizes 
to make a perfectly fair demonstration. 
The pulleys should be finished alike and 
the faces of both in as near the same condi- 
tion as possible. Fasten the two pulleys to 
a short piece of shaft, then secure the shaft 
in such a manner that it cannot turn. An 
iron vise will answer very well for the pur- 
pose. The shaft should be 4 or 5 feet from 
the floor. But, however it may be secured, 
neither shaft or pulleys must turn. Take a 
piece of leather belt 2, 3, 4, 5 or even 6 
inches wide —the width does not particu- 
larly matter, only the wider it is the more 
weighs will have to be used in making the ex- 
periment. The piece of belt must be thrown 
over the small pulley and a weight of from 
10 to 20 pounds or more, according to the 
width of the belt, must be fastened to one 
end of it and allowed to rest on the floor. 
Tothe other end weight must be attached 
and added until the belt begins to slip 
around the pulley and lifts the dead weight 
from the floor. Then remove the weight and 
change the belt from the small to the large 
pulley, and proceed in the same manner as 
before, and the result will be found identi- 
cally the same; that is to say, the same 
weight will slip the belt on the large pulley 
and lift the dead weight off the floor that 
was required to do it on the small pulley, 
proving conclusively that a large pulley holds 
a belt no better than a small one. Itis an

The miserable wet weather for which the

In fact, everybody is displeased and every- 
body feels as though there had been no sum- 
| mer, since the weather has been so cold and 
wet that one has not been able to enjoy his 
summer outings. Traveling along the beach 
or sailing in the harbor during a rain storm 
is not agreeable ; one prefers to stay at home 
when it rains, 

There is a very fair business noted in the 
paper trade, both dealers and manufacturers 
indorsing this report. Still, orders are not 
so plentiful but a mill or two may be heard 
of which is looking very closely for a buyer. 

Reports from paper stock importers are 
encouraging, owing to the fact that pros- 
pects are brighter. The improvement pre- 
viously noted is being maintained and 
some of the inquiries of last week have 
since materialized into accepted orders. 

The chemical market does not show any 
special signs of activity. Bleaching powders 
are very quiet in movement, nor are they 
as firm in prices as last week, although the 
Liverpool market is strong. Quotations on 
bleaching powders range from 1.674%@ 
1.75c. Caustic soda is quoted at 2.20@2ic. 
and firm on moderate sales. Soda ash still 
holds at old time prices, 14%@t.4oc. Soda 
crystals are unchanged at 4%@.goc. 

Receipts of chemicals for the week to date 
include 645 casks of bleaching powders, 203 
casks and 400 bags of soda ash. 

Imports of paper stock for the same time 
include 938 bales of rags, 72 bales of ma- 
nillas and 1,378 bales of low grades—a total 
of 2,388 bales. 

Other receipts were 210 bales of sulphite 
pulp, 280 casks of china clay and 150 barrels 
of Venetian red.

Dependence of American on For- 
eign Patents. 





The following abstract of an opinion | 
by Judge Wallace in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the Southern District of New | 
York, filed on August 8, is referred to in a | 
communication addressed to THE JOURNAL, 
and shows the limitations placed by the 
courts on patents for the same invention 
taken out in the United States and in other 
countries, 

The bill of complaint alleges infringement 
by the defendant of letters patent of the United 
States, dated March 18, 1879 for improvement 
in barrel and cask scrubbing machines, 
granted to Carl Pohl, of Dresden, Ger- 
many, upon an application filed January 3, 
1879, ‘‘ subject to the limitation prescribed by 
Section 4887 of the Revised Statutes, by 
reason of German patent dated September 
6, 1877, and French patent dated September 
3, 1877." The defendant has interposed a 
plea averring in substance that both the | 
German and the French patents were issued | 
to Pohl for the same invention described in, 
and prior to, his application for the United 
States patent; and that the German patent | 
lapsed and the French patent became for- 
feited prior to the commencement of the 
present suit by reason of the failure of the 
patentee to pay the annuities and work the 
invention, as required by the laws of Ger- 
many and France in force when the foreign 
patents were granted.

The opinion (in Bate v. Hammond) does 
not discuss the reasons for the construction 
given to the section ; but it states that the 
point in controversy is whether the United 
States patent expires “‘ at the same time with 
the term to which the foreign patent was in 
fact limited when the United States patent 
was granted,” or expires ‘‘ when the foreign 
patent expires without reference to the limi- 
tation of the term of such foreign patent in 
actual force at the time the United States 
patent was granted;” and it declares that 
the statute means “that the United States 
patent shall not expire so long as the foreign 
patent continues to exist” and ‘‘is to be so 
limited by the courts, as a matter to be ad- 
judicated on evidence in fais, as to expire at 
the same time with the foreign patent,” and 
“is to be in force so long as the foreign 
patent is in force.” 

+ - * * + 


The opinion cannot be reconciled with the 
view that the statute intends that the United 
States patent shall have a fixed term, ascer- 
tainable when it issues by reference to the 
terms of a foreign patent. It doesnot attach 
any significance to the word ‘‘term” as de- 
fining the period of duration of the foreign 
patent or of expiration of the United States 
patent, but treats that period as one to be 
ascertained dehors the foreign patent, by evi- 
dence in pais, and without reference to any 
supposed inconvenience or uncertainty to 
the public or the patentee which may ensue 
in consequence of their ignorance, whether 
the patent is or is not in life. The statute 


| is capable of the meaning that the exclusive 


right to the invention here is to cease with 


| the exclusive right of the patentee in any 


foreign country, or of the meaning that it 
shall continue to exist for such period, not 
exceeding seventeen years, as coincides 
with the shortest term of any foreign pat- 
ent. The Supreme Court seems to have 
adopted the firstof these meanings. This is 
the view of the decision expressed in the re- 
cent case of Huber v. N. O. Nelson Manu- 


facturing Company (33 Federal Rep., 830), 


and is the construction of the statute adopt- 
ed by the Commissioner of Patents shortly

WE have been favored with samples of 
a new paper product designed as a sub- 
stitute for oiled silk, gutta percha and 
india rubber, in bandages, surgical sheets, 
plasters and waterproof linings or cover- 


ings. This is a tissue paper made anti- 
septic or medicated and said to be 
waterproof and non-absorbent. These 


latter qualities it seems to possess, cer- 
tainly to the extent likely to be required 
in surgical treatment. Thus there is an- 
other opening for the product of the 
paper mill. Besides these we have received 
specimens of paper board which it is said 
cannot be affected by water or extremes 
of temperature. Several manufacturers 
in this country have been experimenting 
for years to secure just such results, and 
we wish we could say that the samples 
referred to signify some of the successes 
of domestic manufacture. But they do 
not. They are English. 





Bab odor in paper has been attracting 
some attention in Europe, and one well- 
known French journal ts said to be par- 
ticularly notable in this respect. Of 
course this charge has excited scientific 
discussion, and as sulphuretted hydrogen 
is said to be one of the odors the diffi- 
culty is attributed to the formation of 
fungi in the paper, which have the quality 
of decomposing gypsum or sulphate of 
lime, which is believed to have been left 
in paper containing sulphite fibre. We 
must say that we are incredulous as to 
foul odors being inherent in paper, and 
believe that they have been acquired by 
absorption from the atmosphere. We 
recently met with a number of foreign 
exchanges which were very ill smelling, 
and in one or two instances of sickening 
odor; but in these cases the trouble lay 
with the printing ink, which in some 
European papers is nauseating, particu- 
larly when combined with the well de- 
fined and easily recognized perfume of 
bilge water.

Limitation of Patents. 

New York, August 10, 1889. 
Zo the Editor of The Journal : 
the United States 
Supreme Court in Bate Refrigerating Com- 
pany v. Hammond on the question of the 
limitation of United States patents by prior 
foreign patents for the same invention is re-

ceiving elucidation at the hands of the cir- 
cuit courts in a way which is proving of 
vast importance to holders of foreign pat- 
ents. 

A few weeks ago Judge Thayer, in the 
eastern district of Missouri, following out 
the reasoning of the Supreme Court in the 
Bate case, held that if when an American 
patent issues a foreign patent has thereto- 
fore been granted for the same invention, 
and it has lapsed and become void, there is 
no authority in. law, in his opinion, for the 
American grant. 

Judge Wallace within a few days past has 
filed an opinion in the case of Pohl v. The 
Anchor Brewing Company, in the southern 


district of New York, that the ruling of the | 


United States Supreme Court in the Bate 
refrigerating case leads to the conclusion 
that if a foreign patent lapses by failure to 
pay the taxes under the foreign laws, a 
United States patent for the same invention, 
issued subsequently to the foreign grant, 
must lapse or cease with the foreign patent. 
If, therefore, the holder of an American pat- 
ent has also foreign patents for the same in- 
vention previously granted, he must keep 
on paying the foreign taxes if he wishes to 
keep the American patent in force to the 
full term of the foreign grant.

At a later date the stoppage of the supply 
of sulphur from Sicily necessitated the pro- 
vision of a substitute for the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid, and the use of pyrites asa 
source of sulphur was thus introduced with 
much advantage. Then the necessity of 
preventing the escape of hydrochloric acid 
as a waste product of the decomposition of 
salt, though at first thought to be irksome, 
became the means by which alone it was 
possible to obtain a profit from the manu- 
facture of alkali by the Leblanc process. 
And, lastly, the growing necessity of doing 
away with the nuisances arising from the 
‘‘waste” produced in that process gives 
promise of the development of new methods 
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THE EVOLUTION OF THE MODERN STEAM ENGINE. 


Too often an engine is regarded as an end in itself. When falsely so considered, its 
general appearance or finish receives much attention, and minor points of design, such 
as whether a key shall have *s inch or », inch draft, may be discussed with a vigor out of 
all proportion to their importance. 

Evidently a steam engine is not an end, but a means to an end, and as such it per- 
forms a purely intermediate function. Its success depends wholly upon the manner of 
its performance and the results. 

The inventor of an engine is a dangerous man, since to him his product is the ex- 
pression of his ingenuity ; and no more. Practical success accrues to the commercially 
trained engineer who, through a strong sense of commercial fitness and a leading appre- 
ciation of the requirements of the user, has only those considerations in view, and bends 
all minor points to their successful accomplishment. The development of the single 
acting engine is a peculiarly appropriate example of this principle. Before noting it 
specifically it will be interesting to take a brief review of what has in the past consti- 
tuted an engine. 

Originally a vertical cylinder taking steam at 15 pounds pressure, and condensing in 
the cylinder by a jet, allowed the piston to make one stroke, the return stroke being 
caused by a dead weight on the balance beam. Five to ter strokes per minute, valves 
operated by hand, parts largely constructed of wood, &c. This was a means to an end 
no doubt, but the end was limited. ‘ 

When rotative motion became the enc, then developed the long small bore cylinder 
on a long bed with long guides in which worked a short crosshead, leading a long con- 
necting rod, &c. The short D valve with long cylinder ports and a low grade form of 
throttling governor constituted the steam distribution. Economy was not then under- 
stood. The engine was serviceable, but of light and springy construction, operating suc- 
cessfully only under low pressures and at very slow speeds. In those days, when a cylin- 
der less than \ inch out of round was a mechanical! marvel, it is not to be wondered at 
that simplicity and ease of construction took precedence over all considerations of 
efficiency or regulation, and it was not until after great progress in the design and con- 
struction of machine tools that the steam engine was given an opportunity to develop. 

The next step increased the diameter of cylinders and shortened the stroke, thus re- 
ducing the length of the bed, which, with more metal added throughout, rendered speeds 
from 60 to 80 turns possible. At the same time the new era of high efficiency was ushered 
in by the introduction of the automatic governor cut-off in the form of independent 
valves and releasing valve gear, and a radical advance from low steam to the then high 
pressure of 80 pounds was made by the most daring, with corresponding benefit thereby 
attained. It was at this time that the possibilities of the steam engine were first 
recognized. 

The slow speed of from 60 to 80 turns corresponded so badly to the working speeds 
of shafting that further development progressed rapidly in the direction of shorter 
strokes with large diameter of cylinder. Shafts were made heavier, pins enlarged, beds 
spread out to gain stiffness, and great refinement of workmanship became compulsory 
to withstand the shock arising from the reciprocating parts at from 100 to 200 revolutions. 
With these speeds releasing valve gear passed its limit of possibility, and positive auto- 
matic cut-off devices, mostly in the form of shaft governors, evolved. 

But still the ery was “more speed and more power.” To meet this the limits of the 
old designs were stretched to the utmost, requiring the finest fits and adjustments and 
the best skill in handling in order that it should do its work atall. Careful and frequent 
lubrication compelled closer attention to the question of constant attendance. Hence it 
comes that in the modern double acting high speed engine we find the slight defects 
which were unimportant in a slow speed engine now magnified to a dangerous extent, 
and with no means to hold them in check except by enlargement of the parts and a refine- 
ment of workmanship, which can be preserved only by constant and skilled attention. 

At this point it is well to go back and consider what are the fundamental principles 
underlying high speed, consistent with operative economy. By high speed is meant rota- 
tive speed only, as engines of all designs have practically adopted a uniform piston 
speed of from 400 to 700 feet per minute, according to size. In dealing with high speeds 
the sliding of. flat surfaces over each other presented insignificant obstacles. The diffi- 
culties in the way of revolving shafts or pins depended only upon the degree and con- 


| 





tinuousness of lubrication, but in the ordinary exposed designs it was seen that this 
could not be accomplished with certainty. The main problem was found to reside in 
the starting and stopping of the reciprocating parts, and this was found to be dependent 
not on fit, proportion or ingenious design, or even upon exhaust compression, but 
wholly upon whether or not the reciprocating parts are subject to reversal of strains. 
This investigation leads inevitably to the single acting engine with all parts inclosed for 
self lubrication. Such an engine eliminates entirely all the risks chargeable against 
high speeds. Any other design simply dilutes them. A single acting self lubricating 
engine is essentially a high speed engine. A double acting design with exposed parts, 
no matter how heavily proportioned or how well built, is simply an engine speeded 
high. Indemonstration of this fact, note the endless changes which have been made to 
adapt the double acting slow speed engine so that it will operate at all at moderately 
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high speeds, in contrast with the fact that the single acting engine, founded originally on 
the true principles of high speed, has reached in this country alone a record of over 3,600 
engines, in which, among all the improvements made from time to time, not a single 
change has ever been made because of the speed at which the engine operates. 

Single action and self lubrication stand therefore for the most advanced phase of 
steam engineering, and are the key to continuous hard work at high speeds. Now, whatis 
the practical outeome ? Answer a few questions for yourself. How often have you seen 

“a double acting engine racked and worn, no one part being actually destroyed, but all 
parts in such a condition that to repair means almost to rebuild. It is notable that the 
single acting engine is wholly free from this trouble. Under the worsi circumstances 
you purchase a few bushings or pins and the engine is at once new and as stiff and 
serviceable as ever. 

How often have you seen a double acting engine with cylinders scored, bearings 
heating, crosshead binding, crank pin cutting, &c., all from getting ont of line? When 
have you known of a single instance of the kind with a single acting engine ? 





How often have you found the short piston of the double acting engine leaking, and 
possibly discovered that the leak has been going on for a long time unsuspected? Have 
you ever seen a single acting engine with a piston one and a half times the length of the 
stroke leaking at all; or if leaking from a broken ring, has not the leakage blown 
directly into the room from the crank case to give the engineer prompt warning of 
something wrong ? 

How often have you seen the shaft governor of an uninclosed engine refuse to regu- 
late after some hours’ run and act only by surges—that, too, after the engineer has 
carefully oiled the numerous parts before startingup? Have you seen such a case 
“doctored” by dashing a quart of o1] bodily into the governor wheel? Have you ever 
seen an inclosed self lubricated engine in which the governor was not working smoothly, 
and showing evidence of continuous lubrication ? 

Have you ever seen an uninclosed engine in which the crank disk and governor were 
radially surrounded by shields to intercept the centrifugal rain of oil which would 
otherwise be plentifully distributed along the floor and up the wall? Have you noticed 
that the inclosed engine keeps the oil where it will do the most good ? 

Have you seen any double acting engine running through long periods without 
shutting down, and what do you call a long period? Is it, for instance, twenty-four 
hours or six days? What condition was the engine in after the run? We have heard 
boasts of such an engine said to run sixteen days without stopping. Were we to publish 
the list of Westinghouse Engines that habitually ran a month at a time without stopping 
it would take the entire space of this article. It has ceased to be a matter of news to 
hear of a Westinghouse Engine running from one to six months without closing the 
throttle. The extreme instance to date is thirteen months and eight days at 500 revolutions 
per minute without a stop and without a dollar of repairs when the run was finished. 

Ask yourself whether such illustrations indicate that there is value in single acting 
and self lubrication, and consider what average result would be obtained from such 
engines were they given the care and attention that are received by the double acting 
engine which must receive them in order to run at all. 

What has all this to do with economy is a question that may be asked; and the 
answer is as simple as it is true—nothing. The Westinghouse Standard Engine makes 
no pretensions to being more economical than other high speed single valve designs, but 
it is just as economical in every way and under the same conditions, for it obtains its 
economy by the same means, and there is no particular in which any other form of high 
speed engine differs in the least from the Westinghouse Engine in its ability to use or 
waste steam.
